All cats were 
restrained by the licensee using only a hand-held chain collar and leash. Three ol tnese cals, a 3 year old male 
Leopard nflmed Drifter, an S month old lemale tiger cub named Mo'xie, and an 3 month old male leopard cub named 
Kirll, -were ten large Le be safely resbrained in ihia mannaf in ordar Id assura Ihe safeL-yr of the animals and the public. 
There was no additional barrier other than a rope se^jaratjmg the viewing public Irom the stage wilh 2 atlendar^ Irom 
the lg.ir posted to prevent pei^le frem doseing fhe rope. This performance was observed by one of Ibe |wo APHIS 
inspadors during iba inspection cnnducled on '6v22.'2Dt3. During Lhal parfcninajoco. an addiltcmal mocTianlsm lor 
reslrairit of the large big cats, a cable which is bolted to the stage aixl attached lo Ibe animals collar, iwas be*ng used 
but was ngt deed by Ihn licensee during the perfurmence on 7 j' 2CI/2013. having adogdete oorrtrpl gr berriers cl largs, 
dangorous animals Is necessary to onsdt^ lha safely ol the viowing puMrc and to prevent ll>e anlntals Irom escaping 
during the periormanoe. 

Animals must be bandied during public sxhiblllon so there Is minimal risk of harm lo Ibe animals and to the public and 
with sufficient distance and'or barriers.
